Anna Kingston Pulitzer, was taken to 
New York on the 7:18 o'clock train 
this mornjn*. "It's ail up with me." 
Young said today, "and 1 may as well 
hurry things along. To await extra- 
dition will only add to the 
agony." 


Young passed a sleepless night iu his 
eeli in the jail at the Casino building. 
Two policemen kept watch at 
the 


door as it was feared 
the prisoner 


might attempt suicide. Wm. F. S. 
Hart, the New York lawyer retained 
t*y Young's father, arrived in town at 
Q o'clock this morning. He did 
not 


see Young: until five f'clixik. The 
lawyer advised Young to return with- 
out extradition. Young showed won- 
derful nerve yesterday until his old 
friend. Prof. Mac Uevy. a physical in- 
structor, positively identified 
him.

The first annual report of the Lina 


Public Library is herewith respectfully 
submitted. 


The library lirst opened to the pub- 


lic oo September 21, 1901. There 


ere then ready for circulation 1641 


volumes 
The work of cataloguing 


and preparing these for the shelTes 
was done by the librarian assisted by 
the late Mr. H L. firice whose untir- 
ing efforts in behalf of the library will 
be ever appreciated, and by several 
others who helped in the labeling and 
picketing of the volumes at hand. Of 
these volumes 7 Ib came frcm the old 
hbrarj at the Y. M. C. A, 143 were 
given by different persons and 782 
were purchased 


Ihe library force consists at present 


of the librarian, and assistant librar 
lan, Miss Martha Gamble whose ser- 
vices were engaged when the library 
opened, 


During the past year 1(M7 volumes 


have been added to the library, of this 
number 479 were purchased, 531 were 
gifts from individuals and 7 were sent 
in that bad belonged to the Y M. C A. 
library 
This makes the total num- 


ber of volumes In the library at pres 
ent 2(578 exclusive of public documents 
which have not yet freen catalogued 


Daring the year 52 \olntnes have 


been taken from the shelves to be re- 
bound 
Six volumes have been lost 3 


ot which were paid for by the persons 
responsible for them 


The library has been open to the 


public on 'J01 days of the year, being 
closed on Sundays and legal holidays 
and ou the day of the funeral of Mr 
H. L. Brice 


There have been 31,42-t volumes is- 


sued tor home use during the year. 
No statistics have been kept of books 
issued for use in the reading room nor 
of the use of the reference books 


The average daily circulation for 


the jear has been 104 volumes 
The 


largest issue of any one day was *!-(4 
volumes on Saturday, February 8, the 
smallest, 22 volumes on Thursday, 
Mcti' h 20 
The next smallest day was 


Wednesday, August .30, when 82 vol- 
umes were issued 
This was the day 


of the children's picnic and only t> 
juvenile bookii were issued, which 
number speaks for itself. 


The largest month's circulation was 


3601 volumes, March, the smallest 
1950 velumes, October. 


There have been 1952 borrower's 


cards issued, 49 of which have been 
cancelled for various rea^ors 


VTe have had 15 requests from Al- 


len county resident? 'or the privilege 
of borrowing books. 
These requests 


were lefusej as the library is only a 
city institution 


Through the summer months the 


library has been closed in the evenings 
except on Mondays and Saturdays. 
It is now open sis evenings a week, 
the circulating department until 8 
o'clock, the reading and reference 
room until 9 o'clock. 


The children have always shown a 


marked interest in the library and 
many of the teachers of the publie 
schools have spoken of the btnettt it 
has been to both themselves and their 
pupils. To be of further help 1 3 the 
schools the librarian recommend* the 
purchase of more juvenile literature; 
also for the romance loving patrons a 
fresh supply of good fiction. 


The reference department has proven 


serviceable to our patrons acd this 
year we hope that wore people when 
working up some special subject will 
find it of use to them
